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Continuation of 3, NOTE: The amendment to the claims filed 8/22/05 to recite the supported limitation "fluid compositional" with respect 
to the sensing device results in a change of scope of claims 1-9 that would require further search and consideration after a final rejection 
has been mailed. Also the limitation "operable in conjunction with said gas chromatograph" added to claim 3 would also cause further 
search and consideration. It is Examiner's opinion that "in conjunction with" in that particular context is unclear. A photodiode, as 
Applicant is aware, is a type of photodetector just as the photoionization detector (PID) taught by Overton('846) is also a type of 
photodetector. PIDs have an established history of use as a component of gas chromatographs, satisying the detector component of the 
widely understood structure of gas chromatographs, so that the detector cannot also be said to operate "In conjunction with" the gas 
chromatograph. However because Applicant amended claim 3 and thus changed Its scope, Examiner cannot enter the amendment. 
Further, with regard to Applicant's argument that the diodes in Fig. 2 are current blocking diodes and not photo diodes, that feature Is not 
clear from the drawing and the fact that they are current blocking diodes, or more specifically that they are not photo diodes, is not recited 
in the disclosure .
